Bonny  Best  and  Red  Head.  As  a  second  early  it 
has  all  the  good  qualities  of  both  with  much 
more  added,  has  a  richer  color,  is  wilt  resistant, 
free  from  checks  and  cracks,  is  a  heavy  cropper, 
grows  in  clusters  like  a  Bokay  (where  it  gets  its 
name),  is  fine  for  greenhouse  and  outdoor  stak¬ 
ing.  Our  estimation  of  this  variety  is,  that  it  is 
much  better  color  than  Break  O’Day,  maturing 
a  few  days  later.  We  believe  it  will  produce  more 
number  one  grades  than  any  other  tomato.

TOMATO 

SCARLET  DAWN— This  wonderful  tomato 
was  first  introduced  in  1934,  and  when  all  re¬ 
ports  were  in  from  the  most  important  tomato 
growing  sections,  it  received  the  All  American 
Gold  Medal,  but  little  of  the  seed  was  available 
for  large  plantings.  Yet,  the  reports  from  all  of 
our  trials  were  so  flattering,  notwithstanding 
the  handicaps  of  the  season,  we  do  endorse  the 
new  variety  with  much  enthusiasm.  A  cross  be¬ 
tween  Clark’s  Earliest  and  Marglobe,  vines  of 
medium  growth,  fairly  open,  very  prolific, 
fruits  medium,  large  with  thick  wall.  Smooth, 
free  from  flat  sides,  bright  scarlet  ripening 
well  to  the  stem.  It  is  more  globe  shaped  than 
the  John  Baer  and  3  to  4  days  earlier  than  this 
variety  and  a  fine  type  for  greenhouse  growing, 
as  well  as  for  a  field  staked  tomato.  1  oz.,  75c;

We  strongly  recom¬ 
mend  this  new  addition  to  the  crit¬ 
ical  planter  where  shape,  length 
and  color  are  so  vital  to  the  grow¬ 
er  “who  cares.” 
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YELLOW  RESISTANT  STRAINS 

OF  CABBAGE 


In  the  years  immediately  following  1900,  crop  failures  became  more  and 
more  frequent  in  the  cabbage  growing  sections  of  the  middle  West.  Even 
on  land  where  the  crop  had  been  grown  only  a  relatively  few  times, 
growers  were  puzzled  by  the  fact  that  the  plants  turned  Yellow,  leaves 
dropped  off  at  the  stem  and  plants  died  in  large  numbers.  This  occurred 
even  when  careful  rotation  of  cabbage  with  other  crops  was  practiced. 
Once  this  diseased  condition  appeared  there  seemed  to  be  no  effective 
cure  or  prevention  by  rotation,  seed  or  soil  treatment,  and  the  only  course 
left  to  pursue  was  to  abandon  such  fields  as  “Cabbage  sick.”  The  va¬ 
rieties  described  below  have  proven  their  real  worth  in  districts  where  it 
has  been  impossible  to  grow  cabbage  of  the  more  common  varieties  in 
the  past  few  years. 


YELLOW  RESISTANT  EARLY 
GOLDEN  ACRE,  absolutely  a  new 
variety,  which  has  been  bred  out  of 
the  Golden  Acre,  but  has  been  en¬ 
tirely  satisfactory  in  the  last  two 
years  on  our  trial  grounds.  We  have 
found  it  to  be  as  early  as  the  early 
strains  of  Copenhagen  and  yet  as 
resistant  as  any  of  the  other 
varieties  of  cabbage,  which  are  bred 
with  a  thought  of  producing  a  crop 
on  infested  soils. 

Our  stock  is  limited  on  this  va¬ 
riety  and  we  would  suggest  that 
you  place  your  orders  early.  Oz.,

The  MARION  MARKET  was 
originally  bred  up  from  Copenhagen 
Market,  but  differs  from  the  latter 
in  several  respects.  It  takes  about 
ten  days  longer  to  mature  than  the 
early  strains  of  Copenhagen  and 
produces  a  much  larger  plant.  The 
heads  are  practically  round,  very 
hardy  and  stand  shipment  well.  The 
quality  throughout  is  excellent,  and 
a  favorite  for  early  Kraut.  It  is 
very  highly  resistant  to  the  Yellows 
and  we  have  seen  this  variety  yield 
as  high  as  26  tons  per  acre. 


BUGNER’S  SHORT  STEM,  ex¬ 
tremely  popular  wherever  planted, 
our  strain  of  seed  is  a  production  of 
the  originators  stock  seed.  This  va¬ 
riety  produces  large,  semi-round 
heads.  It  is  disease  resistant  and 
will  take  trifle  more  space  to  grow 
than  other  varieties,  should  not  be 
set  closer  than  2^  by  3  feet. 

WISCONSIN  No.  8,  a  yellows  re¬ 
sistant  strain  of  the  Danish  Ball- 
head,  desirable  for  growing  in  sec¬ 
tions  infected  with  this  disease. 
Plants  are  somewhat  larger,  more 
leafy  and  spreading  than  the  Ball- 
head,  but  heads  are  fully  as  firm, 
compact  and  long  keeping. 

WISCONSIN  ALL  SEASON,  a  mid¬ 
season  variety,  similar  to  All  Sea¬ 
sons  but  resistant  to  Yellows.  It 
is  valuable  for  kraut  or  as  a  winter 
keeper. 

GLOBE,  a  yellow  resistant  type  of 
the  well  known  Glory  of  Enkhui- 
zen,  having  about  the  same  size 
head  as  the  Glory. 
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WATERMELON 


KANSAS  KING— This  is  truly  the 
king1  of  all  the  watermelons  with 
which  we  are  acquainted.  When  its 
wonderful  qualities  are  analyzed, 
the  vote  is  usually  100  per  cent. 
Foremost,  it  is  large,  often  ranging 
60  pounds;  it  is  early.  One  grower 
from  Minnesota  reports  a  sale  of 
82  deliciously  ripe  melons  averag¬ 
ing  28  pounds  each,  79  days  from 
planting,  and  we  have  yet  to  re¬ 
ceive  a  report  of  a  melon  with  a 
hollow  center  from  any  of  the 
growers,  whether  large  or  small. 
It  is  oval  or  round  in  shape;  di¬ 
stinctly  striped;  rich,  red  flesh,  un¬ 
excelled  in  sweetness  with  tan  col¬ 
ored  seeds. 


BILL  ROGERS — This  melon,  since 
it  was  introduced  by  us  three  years 
ago,  has  met  with  sales  but  a  little 
short  of  a  revelation  to  our  grow¬ 
ers,  as  its  fine  qualities  have  en¬ 
thused  every  watermelon  lover  who 
has  become  acquainted  with  its 
sugary,  juicy,  rich,  flavor.  It  is  a 
smooth,  round,  oval-shaped  melon 
with  dark  rind,  and  often  weighing 
50  pounds.  Its  tough  rind  makes 
a  very  desirable  shipping  melon.  It 
is  a  few  days  earlier  than  the 
Stone  Mountain,  has  a  vigorous 
vine  and  is  a  heavy  yielder;  free 
from  hollow  center  when  ripe,  seeds 
are  white. 

DIXIE  QUEEN— This  is  not  one  of 
the  more  recent  introductions,  but 
stands  alone  with  many  of  the 
praiseworthy  of  quality.  It  has 
wonderful  keeping  qualities,  and 
is  a  good  shipper.  Fruits,  medium; 


round  to  oval;  light  green  striped; 
rind  rather  thin;  very  strong;  flesh 
bright  red,  fine  quality  and  a  good 
flavor.  Seeds  small  white;  average 
weight  about  40  pounds.  85  days 
from  planting  time  to  first  pick. 

SCHOCKLER — A  large,  main  crop 
shipping  variety,  which  found  its 
origin  in  Texas.  It  is  rather  late 
for  a  successful  crop  North  of  the 
southern  boundary  of  Minnesota. 
Fruits  very  long,  large,  with 
dark  green  rind;  flesh,  rich  red  and 
of  fine  quality.  Its  medium,  thick 
rind  adds  to  its  shipping  qualities; 
also,  the  rind  is  desirable  for 
watermelon  preserves. 

STATE  FATR — This  is  a  wilt  re¬ 
sistant  Stone  Mountain,  round  in 
shape,  having  the  same  color  rind 
as  its  parent,  and  bred  for  resis¬ 
tance  to  wilt,  a  common  disease  in 
so  many  sections  the  past  two  or 
three  years.  The  flesh  is  deep  red, 
firm  and  solid  of  heart;  an  unusu¬ 
ally  early  solid  melon,  many  at¬ 
tain  a  weight  of  40  pounds;  fine  for 
roadside  and  store  trade. 

NEW  WONDER — A  new  wilt  re¬ 
sistant  selection  from  the  Kleck- 
ley’s  Sweet  or  Monte  Christo  va¬ 
riety.  Its  shane  is  long;  dark 
green,  thin  rind;  as  early  as  the 
best  strains  of  KleckleyV  Sweet. 
Its  deep  red,  crisp  flesh  is  un¬ 
equalled  in  quality;  many  melons 
attain  a  weight  of  35  pounds.  A 
good  shipper,  and  an  all  round, 
good  melon  where  soil  conditions 
make  it  necessary  to  plant  a  re¬ 
sistant  strain. 
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PEAS — Western  Giant

WESTERN  GIANT— This  truly  is 
a  giant  podded  pea  of  recent  intro¬ 
duction.  Its  mammoth  long,  dark, 
green  pods,  5^  to  6  inches  long 
are  slightly  curved,  the  vines  about 
26  inches  high,  produce  a  bounti¬ 
ful  crop  about  73  days  from  plant¬ 
ing.  Unlike  many  varieties  of  its 
season,  the  quality  is  rich  in  flav¬ 
or  and  will  remain  tender  and  sweet 
several  days  after  picking.  1  lb., 
35c;  5  lbs.,  $1.50;  10  lbs.,  $2.75; 
100  lbs.,  $25.00. 

LITTLE  MARVEL— 62  Days— Vine 
strong  and  vigorous,  about  18 
inches  tall.  Showy  pods  about  3  to 
SV2  inches  long  with  a  blunt  end 
containing  7  or  8  Peas.  Seed  large, 
green,  wrinkled.  A  very  fine  pro¬ 
ductive,  dwarf,  sturdy  variety. 
Popular  with  the  home  gardener 
and  in  some  sections  planted  large¬ 
ly  by  market  gardeners. 

LAXTON’S  PROGRESS— A  new 
variety  of  great  merit  and  popu¬ 
larity.  The  pods  are  large,  4  to  414 
inches  long,  and  of  a  fine  dark 
green  color.  Vines  grow  only  18  to 
20  inches  high,  and  bear  a  heavy 
crop  of  handsome  pods.  Being  one 
of  the  earliest  of  the  sweet  wrink¬ 
led  sorts,  Laxton’s  Progress  is  in 
great  demand  everywhere.  Matures 
in  about  55  to  58  days. 

LAXTON’S  SUPERB  OR  EARLY 

BIRD  —  An  exceptionally  early, 


hardy,  productive,  handsome  pea. 
Height  16  inches.  Vine  and  foliage 
moderately  heavy,  medium  green; 
pods  deep  green,  4  inches  long, 
semi-broad,  pointed  and  well  filled 
with  8  to  9  very  large,  dark  green 
peas.  As  early  as  Laxtonian  and 
more  productive;  seed  blue,  semi- 
wrinkled;  quality  fair. 

HUNDREDFOLD— This  is,  without 
doubt,  the  very  best  dwarf  pea  ever 
grown.  It  is  the  best-flavored  and 
the  largest-podded  dwarf-growing 
sort  in  existence.  It  is  ready  about 
three  days  after  the  earliest  sorts, 
and  bears  an  enormous  crop  of 
handsome,  intensely  dark  green, 
fairly  broad  and  pointed  pods,  4 
inches  long,  containing  about  8 
large,  dark  green  peas  of  excellent 
quality.  The  vines  are  16  inches 
high,  sturdy,  and  resist  heat  well. 

THOMAS  LAXTON — Days  to  ma¬ 
turity,  73.  A  variety  having  been 
originated  in  England  by  Mr. 
Thomas  Laxton,  of  Bedford,  a  noted 
English  horticulturist.  This  pea  is 
hardy  and  slightly  earlier  than 
Gradus  and  a  more  abundant  yield- 
er.  The  pods  resemble  Gradus  in 
shape,  excepting  that  they  are 
blunt  ended.  They  will  attain  a 
length  of  four  and  one-quarter 
inches.  They  are  straight,  inclined 
toward  roundness  and  are  well 
filled.  The  vines  will  grow  to  a 
height  of  thirty  inches. 
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BEANS 

POLE  AND  BUSH 


STRIPED  SCOTIA  OR  CORN¬ 
FIELD — A  superb  long  green 
bean,  succeeding  better  when 
planted  in  cornfield  than  any  other 
variety.  The  handsome  green  pods 
average  8  or  9  beans  to  the  pod, 
grow  very  uniform,  about  6  inches 
long,  thick  meated,  rich  and  but¬ 
tery.  It  continues  in  bearing  so 
long  it  might  be  called  “Everbear¬ 
ing.”  Specially  adapted  to  growing 
on  corn,  thus  economizing  space  on 
valuable  land,  or  where  poles  are 
scarce.  Seed  small-medium,  kidney 


shaped,  mottled  putty  color  with 
dark  striping.  Ready  for  picking  in 
72  days. 

KANSAS  WONDER  WHITE 
CORNFIELD — 65  days.  An  early 
maturing,  green-podded,  white- 
seeded  pole  sort,  desirable  for 
isnaps  and  unsurpassed  in  its  class 
,as  green  shell  beans.  The  pods  are 
round,  very  long,  often  8  to  9 
inches,  irregular  in  shape  and  quite 
stringless. 


DWARF  OR  BUSH  LIMA  BEANS 


McCREA  BUSH  LIMA— A  new 
lima  with  vines  about  the  size  of 
Fordhook,  pods  curved  and  about 
the  size  of  Henderson’s  but  much 
thicker,  as  the  bean  is  of  the  po¬ 
tato  type.  The  pods  are  borne  very 
profusely  with  3  to  5  very  large, 
plump  beans  closely  crowded  in 
each  pod.  Although  the  pods  are 
small,  the  size  of  the  beans  and 
their  unusually  fine  flavor  will 
make  them  popular  with  the  mar¬ 
ket  and  home  gardener. 

BURPEE’S  IMPROVED— Similar 
to  Burpee’s  Bush  Lima,  but  slightly 
earlier  and  longer  podded.  Plant 
large,  erect,  vigorous,  very  produc¬ 


tive;  pods  contain  4  to  5  seeds.  Dry 
beans  large,  plump,  flat,  surface 
somewhat  wrinkled,  color  white 
with  greenish  tinge. 

FORDHOOK — The  one  best  Bush 
Lima.  Outsells  all  others.  The  stiffly 
erect  bushes  branch  freely  and  bear 
tremendous  crops.  It  is  ready  for 
use  quite  early.  The  Beans  are  very 
fat,  are  closely  packed  in  the  pods, 
shell  very  easily  and  remain  green 
a  long  time.  Pods  are  borne  in  clust¬ 
ers  of  from  four  to  six,  average  4  to 
5  inches  long,  and  contain  usually 
four  tender  beans  of  a  delightful 
flavor. 
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ASPARAGUS
